part of thetwo wherein Humane Government 
contilts. You excinde us the Schools meerly thro” 
Envy, becanfe we fhall exceed you; and den 


us the ule of Arms, for fear you fhould be Con-. 


quer’d by our Anger, as you arealready by our 


Smiles. You have conftitured your felves the — 


Sapream Judges of Peace and War, and we 


fuffer under your extravagancies. Adultery in 
usis a crime punithable with Death, and among 
you ifisa meer Jolt. You will have us be good, 


‘that 
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¢ that you may be wicked, and require us Chaft, 
© that you may be Lewd. We have not a Senfe 
* but what you keep under hatches ; you tye up 
¢ our Feet, and Hoodwink our Eyes. if we look 
© you fay we are impudent; if others look on us 
¢ we are dangerous. And thus under colour of 
« Modefty, you Condemn us to forfeit our Rea- 
¢ fon and Senfes. It is your Jealoufie, you Scoun- 
¢ drels, not our own Weaknels, that often per- 
¢ {wades us to act that againft you, for which you 
« are moft watchful over us. More are made 


© wicked by you than would be fo of themfelves, 


¢ If you, fenfelefS Rafcals;make your felves the for- 
¢ bidden fruit to us, it follows of neceflity, we 


¢ fhall all become fo many Eves again{t you. Very 
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¢ many are good when they are put into your hands, 
and you force them tobe wicked 5 and you re 
ceive none fo wicked, but moft of you oblige 
them to be worfe. All your Gravity confilts in 
the wild hairinefS of your Faces; and he who 
thinks his Beard will make the biggeft brufh, 
thinks himfelf the ableft Man; as ifthe ftrength 
of the Brain lay in long Briftles, which rather 
Jook like a Tail than a Head. This is the day 
thefe Grievances muft be redrefs’d, either by 
allowing usa ihare in Learning and Govern- 
ment, or by giving us a hearing, and doing us 
right againft the Laws eftabliflryd; enacting 
fome more favourable for us, and repealing o- 
thersthat are prejudicial tous. A Doctor whofe

Beard hung in Daglocks down to his Heals, feeing 


the Women in a croud, and bent upon Mifchief, 
relying on his Eloquence, attempted to appeafe 
them with thele words; ‘ It is not without much 
“ dread I undertake to oppofe your Sentiments, 


-{ confidering Reafon it {elf is oft overcome by 


* Beauty, 
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 € Beauty, and Rhetorick is of no force, compar’d 
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with your Charms. However, tell me, what 
Law can you be entrufted with, fince the firft 

Woman prov’d herfelf fuch, by breaking the. 
Law of God. With what 1afety can Weapons 
be put into your Hands, fince with an Apple, 
you ftruck to the ground all the Generation of 
Adam, not fo much as thoie that were hid in 
the diftance of futurity efcaping ? You fay all 
Laws are againft you, this were truth, had you 
faid you were againft all Laws. What Power 

is there to compare to yours, for tho you do 

not judge according to the Laws, ftudying them, - 
you Judge the Laws by means of the Judges 


corrupting them. If we make Laws, it is you 


that break them. If Judges govern the World, 
and Women the Judges; it is the Women that 
govern the World, and Debauch them that 
govern it; forthe Women they love are more 
prevalent with many, than the Laws they read. 
What the Devil faidto the Woman, took place 
with Adam, of what God faid to him. The in- 
fluence of the Devil is great over Human Hearts, 
if he fpeaks through the Mouth of one of you. 
Woman is a Rarity that ought to be feared and 
lov’d, and it is very hard to fear and love the 
fame thing. He who loves only her, hates him- 
felf; and he who hates only her, hates Natures 
What Law is there which your Tears will not 
blot out, and what Equity is of Force againft 
your Smiles ?. If we have Employments and Pre- 
ferments, it is you that fpend the Profits in your 
Dreffes.. You have but one Precedent to quote, 
which is your Beauty; when did you ever urge 
it that it did not take place ? Or, whefoever faw 


it that did not fubmit? If we fuffer our felves 
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to be Brib’d, it is that we may bribe you. If we 
{train the Laws and incline Juftice, it is for the 
moft part becaufe we advife with your Charms 5 
you run away with the Prize of the Villanies 
you command us to act, and we are left with 
the Scandal of Corrupt Judges. You Envy us 
our Military Employments, whereas you are be- 
holding to War for the Happinefs of being left 
Widows, and we for being bury’d in Oblivion 


amongthe Dead. You complain that Adultery 


is a Capital Crime in you, and not inus, Why, 


you charming white Devils, if one flip of yours 


difhonours Parents and. Children, and ftains a 
whole Generation, how can you fancy Death 
too fevere a Punifhment ? Whereas the Honour 
of many innocent Perfons is infinitely valuable 
above the Life of a Criminal. But let us judge 


by your W orks how you value the Penalty, You. 
cannot count the Adulteries you are guilty of, 
becaufe they are innumerable, and among us they 
are fo rare we have nothing to count. Death is 


a Punifhment that deters others from falling in- 
to the fame Crime, but where does this appear 
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by you? Tocomplain of our guarding you, is _ 


to complain that we value you, for no Man takes 
pains to fecure what he defpifes. By what | 
have faid it appears you are abfolute Ladies of 
allthings, all things are fubject to you; you en- 
joy Peace, and are the occafion of War. If you 
would ask that which many of you want, ask 
for Moderation and Brains. Scarce was the 


‘word Brains out of his Lips, when all the Women 
together difchargd their Fury upon the Wretched 
Dodor, ina Storm of Blows, Scratches and Pin- 
ches, and fo outrageoufly did they pull his Beard 


and Hair, that they left him as fmooth as if he 


had 
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had been new Shav’d, and look’d more like an ol 
Woman, than the Reverend Interpreter of the 
Law. They had guite ftif’d him, but that a mul. 
titude of People came in hearing the Noife and 
Outcries. Among them a French Monfieur, aud 
an italian Monfeignor, had already made known 
to one another their Difpleafure by fome good 
Bangs, and fluted their Countenances with Cuffs. 
follow’d by Kicks and fuch like Familiarities. The 
Frenchman fretted with Rage,and the Jtalian foamd

them on all hands, the Germans interpos‘'d, and 
having with much difficulty appeas’d them, askd 
the caufe of their Strife. The Frenchman gathering 
up with both Hands his Breeches, which in the: 
Scuffe were fallen over his Legs, anfwer’d “ All: 
© Nations are met here this Day, to redre{s their 
Grievances, and lamong the reft was difcourfing 
with others of my Countrymen concerning the 
miferable condition Fravce is in at prefent, and 
how the Freach are oppreft under the Tyranny 
of Cardinal Richlies ; 1 was laying open with 
what Art he pretends the King’s Service, at the 
fame time he degrades him.. How he covers 
the Fox under the Purple Robe. How by em- 
broiling all Chriftendom, he diverts all from 
looking into his Practices. How his Subtlely 
makes a Property of his Prince’s Favour. And 
how he had put the Power of Sea and Land, 
Governments, Preferments, Armies and Fleets, 
into the hands of his Kindred and Confederates, 
defaming the Nobility, and raifing the Unwor- 
thy. I was putting my Conntrymen tn min 
how the MarefchaleD? Ancre was hick’d and 
hew’d in pieces, and call’d to their remembrance 
Monfieur de Luifzes, and how yet our King: 
| | © cannot 
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cannot tid himfelf of Prime Minifters, thewing 
how this laft was the only Friend to the other 
two, whofe Reputation he eftablifi’d, by black- 
ning his own. 1 was difcovering to them, how 
of late years, Traitors have hit upon the moft 
pernicious Art that ever Hellinvented ; for per- 
ceiving that to ufurp Kingdoms is become Trea- 
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fon, and that he who attempts it is punifl’d as 
a Traitor, the better to fecure themfelves in 
theic wicked Practices, they ufurp the Kings, 
calling themfeves Favourites ; and thus inftead 
of being punifhed as Traitors, they are ador’d as 
Kings of Kings. 1 was propofing, do now pro- 
pofe, and will again propofe in the general 
Meeting, that for the perpetuating the Succef- 
fion, eftablifhing of Kingdoms, and extirpating 
this Sect. of Traitors, an inviolable and indif- 
penfable Law fhould be enacted, ordaining, that 
whatfoever King of France thall fubject himfelf 
to-a Favourite, he and his Heirs fliall /p/o fatto, 
forfeit their Title to the Crown, ard their Sub~ 
jects be abfolv’d from their Oath of Allegiance ; 
for the Salique Law, which excludes Females, 
does not prevent fo manifeft a danger as this that 
cuts off Favourites. I added, that at the iame 
time it fhould be ordained, that whatfoever Sub- 
je@ under that Title prefum'd to ufurp his King, 
fhould feffer an infamous Death, and forfeit all 
the Eftate and Honours he ftood poffefs'd of, his 
Name for ever remaining fcandalous and.execra- 
ble: Now that diftracted Bergama/co never con- 
fidering what was faid by me who never. fo 
much as once thought of the WVepotes of ‘Rame, 
call’d me Heretick, faying, that in detefting Fa- 
wanrites, 1 detefted the Nepores, for that Faves- 
vite and Nepos are two Names, yet but one 
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* the fame thing; and tho I had not fpoke a word 
* tending to that mad Notion, he attacked me aS 
© you all beheld. The Germans with the reft of 
the Spectators were furprized and amazd. With 
much difficulty they directed each to his Poft, and 
difpos’d the Multitude into a filent Auditory, to 
hear the Propofitions which were to be made in 
the Name of them all, by a ruddy Lawyer who 
had fet them all a madding, and put into their 
Heads fuch wild and extravagant Demands. Two 
Trumpets gave the Signal for Silence,’ when he 
{tanding upon an eminent place in the mid of the 
Multitude, which fwarm’d about, deliver’d him- 

felf in this manner. ¢ The thing we all aimat is” 
* the general Liberty of all, to be purchas’d by 
* contriving how we may be fubject to Juftice, not 

to Violence: That Reafon may govern us, and 
not the abfolute Power of the Will, that we 
may belong to thofe who Inherit, not to them 
that Ravifh us: That: we may be the Care of 
Princes, not their Merchandize; and in Come 
monwealths, Companions not Slaves, Limbs not 

Lumber, Bodies and not Shadows. That the 

Rich Man hinder not the Poor from growing ~ 
Rich, nor the Poor grow Rich by plundering 
the Wealthy. That the Nobleman defpife not 
the Commoner, nor the Commoner hate the 
Nobleman, . And that the whole Care of the 
Government be employ’d- in encouraging the 
Poor to grow rich, and Honouring the Virtuods, 
And in preventing the contrary, Care muft be © 
taken that no one Man become greater and more 

powerful than all the reft, for he who exccls “all” 
others deftroys equality. and they that fuffer © 
him to exceed encourage him to confpire. Equa- 


‘ lity is the Harmony in which confifts the Pe 
| | ic 
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¢ fick of the Commonwealths Peace, for when 
© difturb’d by an Excefs, it becomes Difcord, and 
¢ what before was Confort becomes Noife. Com- 
‘ mon Wealth are to be fo united with Kings, as 
© the Barth (which reprefents ihe former) is with 
* the Sea (reprefenting thkelatter,) Thefealways 
© embrace one another, ‘yet fo as the Earth always 
© defends it felf againft the encroachment of tlie 
© Sea by its Banks, the Sea always threatens the 
‘ Earth, wears and endeavours to overflow and 
© {wallow it up; and the Earth ever fix'd and un- 
© mov’d, oppolesthe perpetual motion and incon- 
© ftancy of the Sea, The Sea iwells with every 
-€ Wind, every Blaft makes the Earth fruitful. 
“ The Sea grows rich with what the Earth com- 
© mitstoit, andthe Earth with Hooks and Nets 
‘ drains and depopulatesthe Sea. Evenas all the 
© Security and Shelter againft the Sea is in the 
© Land, which furnifhes Harbours, fo Common- 
wealths are a Refuge againft the Revolutions 
and Storms of Kingdoms. Commonwealths 
ought always to make War with their Heads, 
feldom with their Hands, they muft have Ar- 
mies and Fleets ready in the greatnefs of their 
Stock, which is the Celerity that lays holdof all 
opportunities. They areto make War upon Kings 
by fetting one againft another ; for Monarchs,tho 
they be Fathers, Sons, Brothers and Relations, 
_are like Steel and File, which tho not only near 
Ally’d, bat the fame Subftance and Metal, yet 
the File always cuts and wears away the Iron. 
Commonwealths are to affift rafhPrinces, fo far 
as may ferve to overthrow them, and the more 
cautious far enough to make them rafh. It is 
their beft Policy to Honour Vrade, becaufe it 
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© paining them Practical Experience, by which | 
they difcover the Ports, Cuftoms, Government, 
Strength and Defigns of their Neighbours. The 
Study of Politicks and Mathematicks ought to 
be encourag’d as advantageous to the Publick, : 
and nothing ought to be fo much contemn’d as 
‘dlenefS, tho’ under never fo {pecious a Title, © 
or Richesdevoted to Luxury. Ali Publick Sports — 
fhall confift of the Exercife of Fire-arms, and > 
handling of other Weapons, as Is us’d ta Battle, 
that they may be atonce Ufeful and Diverting; 
at the fame time Sports and Exercifes ; and then — 
will it be decent to frequent the Theaters, when 
they are Academies. All Formality of Garb is 
to be abfolutely condemn’d, and all the diftincti- | 
on betwixt the Rich Man and the Poor multbe, — 
that the former extend Relief, and the latterre-” 
ceive it; and Virtue and Valour shall make the 
‘difference betwixt the Nobleman and Commoner, 
for thofe Virtues were the Foundation of all anci-- 
ent Nobility.

Thelecom- 
plain, that they are all become Elective,-becaufe 
thofe who are and continue Hereditary, elect Fa- 
vourites, whobecome Kings by their Election. | 
This is that enrages them, becanfe the French 
tell us, that Princes, who for the better Govern- 
ment of their Kingdoms, wholly give them- 


‘felyes upto their Favourites, are like Galley- 


Slaves who travel by force, turning their Backs 


tothe Portthey goto; and that tlie Favourites 


are like Juglers, who the more they deceive, 
the more they Entertain , and the better they 
conceal their flight fromthe Eyes, and bafile the 
Senfes and Underftanding, the more they are 
valu’d and prais’d by him that pays for their 
Tricks to divert himfelf. Their chief Art con- 
fifts in making him believe that is full which is 
empty, that there is fomething where there is 
nothing, that thofe are Wounds in others,which 


care but Bruifes in his Armour, and that throw 


away what they hide with their Hand. They 


fay they give him Money, and when he looks 


upon it, he finds Dirt or Rubbifh, Thefe Com- 
parifons are vile, but thefe Men make ufe of 


‘them for want of better, and fo they affirm 


thofe Kings are equally to blame, who will not 
be what the'Great’ God made them, and thofe 


-who would be what he madethem not. They 


prefume to fay; That an abfolute Favourite brings 


upon Kings the fame that Death does upon Mian, 


(i.¢.) Novam' formam cadaveris. A new Form 


of a Carcafs, to which follows Worms and Cor- 
_ruption,. according to'the Opinion of Arifrotle, - 
© jnhis’Prince, 
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Fit refolutio ufque ad materiam primam ;

Ariftotle fays, 
He is a Tyrant who has more regard to his pri- 


vate Intereft than to the Publick: Whofoever q 


can tell Tale‘or Tidings of any who are not com- 


prehended under this Definition, may give an ’ 
account of them, and they fhall be well reward- 
ed. They complain more grievoufly againft Ty- — 


rants who receive Benefits of them, than they 
that are oppreft by them: For the Benefits of 
Tyrants make Men Criminals and Accomplices, 


and their Severity proves.them Vertuous and 
Deferving. They are of fucha Nature, that — 


Innocence intheir Dominions muft be miferable 
that it may behappy. A Tyrant, in refped& of 


his Covetoufnefs and Avarice, isa Wild Beaft; — 
in refpe*t of his Pride, a Devil , and in refpect 
of his RiotoufnefS and Luxury, all manner of © 
Wild Bealts and Devils. No Body confpires a- 
gainit a Tyrant fooner than him(elf , whence it — 
follows °tis eafier to killa Tyrant than to en- — 
dure him. The favourofa Tyrantis ever fatal, — 
thewreatell good he does him he favours molt, ~ 


& 


istodelay doing him harm. Polyphemus in Ho- 


mer isthe Emblem of Tyrants. He fayour’d US 
, . i n lyffes, 4 
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Wes, difcourfing with him, and enquiring {nto 
his Merits, he heard his Intreaties, faw his Di- 
ftrefs, and all the Kindnefs he offer’d him was, 
that after eating all his Companions, he would 
devour him at laft. Let no Man hope more fa- 
vour froma Tyrant that devours thofe under his 
power, than tobe the lafteaten; and it is to be 


obferv’d, that tho the Tyrant grants it as a fa-. 
vour, he that isto be eaten tases the delay for 


an addition of Cruelty. He that isto devour you 
after all thereft, begins to eat you inall thofe he 
eats before you. The longer he delays feeding 
on you, the longer you have to lament you 
fhall become his Food. Vsyjfzs was prefery’d by 
the Gyant as Suftenance, not as a Gueft: To 
keep him in hisDen, in order to transfer him to 
hisStomach, was more like burying him alive 
than entertaining him. Od/fes put him to fleep 
with excefsof Wine. The Bane of Tyrants is 
Sleep. Youthat are fubject to them caft them 
into a Sleep, harden your Spikes at the Fire, 
put out their Eyes; forthat done, it was no bo- 
dy did what every one defir’d fhould be done. 
The Tyrant Polyphemuscry’d, Nebody had blind~ 
ed him, becaufe ¢ /yfes with wonderful Sagacity 
had told him his Name was Nobody. He nam’d 
him with defire of revenge, and defended him 
by the double meaning of the Words. Tyrants 
themfelves excufe thofe chat killthem, or put ove 
their Eyes, U/yffes mace his efvtape difguis’d with 
a Sheeps.skin among the Sheep he kept. That 
which a Tyrant moft carefully preferves, pre- 
jerves his deftroyeragain{ft him.
